This power will cnable the nd- 
dition, within the current year, 
of persons, being women, who 
will become Hable to Jury ser. 
vice upon enactment of the Bill. 

Finally, the original Sect. 16 of

Its authors av doubt plead that 
they have merely described what 


the predictions of military and 
political authorities difler only in 
timing and depree. © And they 
may point aut that the United 
States Army is already surveying 
underground factary sites asa 
defence against atomic bombing. 

le can be seriously argued that 
many persons. would be less ire: 
sponsible about urging the neces 
sity fora “preventive war” if they 
had a clearer picture of whac war 
would cost and were shows clearly 
in advance it would almost. cer- 
tainly end in stilemate.. It is ta 
he’ questioned whether a work of 
fiction ean teach that lesson, bat 
the point it is more important to 
make is that so much thinking 
thout othe inevitability of | the 
wext war is a danger in itself. 
This particular book is unly pic 
turing if more explicit horror a 
vighunare that is too largely 
obsessing American thought  to- 
day. ‘This sort of — mentality is 
far less healthy {than ‘the steady 
determination to achieve victory 
which characterized thinking two 
years ago. Any fatalistic —as- 
sumptions that there must be war 
between Russia and America 
are not even as healthy as: the 
undoubtedly over aptimistic as- 
sumptions two years ago that the 
birth of the United Nations at 
San Francisco was an insurance 
of endufy peace. At least, San 
Francisca focused thought on 
peace, Today, there is a sharp 
diplomatic, political and economic 
strugele between Russia and the 
United States.” And because the 
human mind seems to be more 
easily excited by conflict than 
concord there is a dangerous tend- 
ency to forget that, the object of 
that diplomatic struggle is not 
war but peace. Events and poli- 
cies tend ito demonstrate chiefly 
disagreements with Russia, The 
American Congress is more ready 
to vote funds to “stop. Russia” 
than to promote democracy, This 
may be a necessary defensive phase 
before a peace, offensive can be 
launched. But the gime is surely 
near when there should be more 
emphasis on peace—on the ‘terms 
which would be suitable for a 
general settlement with Russia. 
There should be less talk of a 
preventive war, more study of a 
preventive peace. Nations deo 
not drift into peace. Thought 
must be devoted to it. . It is 
dangerous and wrong to accept 
sensational predictions of “war 
with Russia.” It is well to recall 
Job’s lament that what he “great 
ly feared" -had come upon him 
and to’ insist that whatever dip- 
tomatic resistance to Russia may
